The Byelorussian National Counoll (Byelorusskaya Natsional*naya Rada^ 
BNH) considers Itself as legatee of the Byelorussian National Govern* 
ment elected by the people of that area in 1917 during their brief fling of freedom. This 
government fled into exile in December 1917 when the Soviet Army Invaded Mii^k and is now 
resident in Paris. This self-styled govemment*inf=«cile consists of the BNR with approxliDately 
165 members resident in Europe and the Western Hemisphere and a Cabinet of 9 mlnistera created 
in 1947* The Council is intended to fhnotion as a parliament but in reality because of the 
distances separating members, the actual organizational authority rests in Paris. A member 
of the BNR has been aooointed in each oountzy to represent the interests of the Council and to 
coordinate the actlvltiea of the sprawling world-^rlds network of Byelorussian groups and 
organizatiens;. In^portdnt parts of this network include: The International Union of 



branches in many European and American ocuntrias carrying on largely cultural and benevolent 
-activities; The Bnion de Combattants Byelorussian , at present a dormant "paper” arganisation but • 
significant as a league of former Byelorussian military personnel available for service in the 
event of war; Byelorussian University Organizatiop. headquartered in Belgium, supplies financial 
aid and scholarships for Byelorussian students and facilitates their travel between countries 
and enrollment in educational institutions.

^^POLITICAL ASPECTS: 



Extremely nationalistic and decisively anti-Russian, BNR has demanded an 
independent Byelorussian state based upon ethnograp^cal prindi^es with 
access to the Baltic Sea by incorperation of a portion of East Prussia. Economic and social 
pjAnn<Ttg for such a state has been subordinated to the achievement of BNR's first goal * the 
state itself* Converaations in late summer 1951 with representatives of this group have 
favourably Izqpressed American officials with the political maturity of this group, the lack 
of fanaticism (even in their anti-Russian bias) and their sense of political "realism" that 
suggest BIR vo^d be receptive to compromise, negotiation, and limited cooperation with certain 
other anti-Soviet emigre groups.
